After his return from 
the Vatican last August, Mr. Tay- 
lor’s functions at the Holy See were 
carried out by.Harold H. Tittmann, 
Jr., and Franklin C. Gowen. 


The explanatory statement is- 
sued today says that Mr. Taylor in 
his function as personal representa- 
tive of the President “will confer 
not only with the Pope but with 
other leaders in the spiritual world 
and in the world of polities and 
secular affairs as he travels 
through Europe in the fulfillment 
of his mission.” 


The text of the statement issued 
at the White House follows: 

“I have asked Mr. Myron C. Tay- 
lor to return to Italy as my per- 
sonal representative to His Holi- 
ness the Pope, with the rank of 
Ambassador. 


“After the cessation of hostilities 
Mr. Taylor came home for consul- 
tation and report. I have studied 
his report of his several audiences 
with the Pope with interest and 
with profit. I feel that he can con-

Changtsiu, China, but orphaned as 
a boy. He was taken into the 
orphanage conducted at Puoli by 
the Society of the Divine Word, 
the first settlement of the Divine 
Word Missionaries at Shantuny. 
In his early youth, Cardinal Tien 
entered the Society’s Minor Semi- 
nary at Yenchowfu and completed 
his studies at the Major Seminary 
there. Ordained in 1918, he taught 
in Mission schools for three years, 
and then was assigned to various 
missions in. Shantung. Cardinal 
Tien entered the Divine Word No- 
Vitiate in 1929: made his religious 
profession in 1981 and took final 
vows in 1934. He became the first 
Apostolic Prefect of the newly- 
erected Yangku Prefecture. Called 
to Rome in 1939, Cardinal Tien 
travelled by horse cart 200 miles 
through the Chinese and Japanese 
battlelines. He was consecrated 
Vicar Apostolic of Yangku by his 
Holiness Pope Pius XII on the 
Feast of Christ the King, 1939, as 
one of the “Twelve Apostles” 
raised to the fullness of the priest- 
hood by His Holiness on that day. 
Cardinal Tien was named Titular 
Bishop of Ruspe and Vicar Apos- 
tolic of Tsing-tao in 1942, suc- 
ceeding the late Bishop George 
Weig, S.V.D.

Our correspondent wonders why, 
if it is printed in German, an Eng- 
lish edition should be circulated so 
widely in Vienna, where the langu- 
age of the people is German. He 
believes, of course, that the pur- 
pose of it is to reach English- 
speaking people wherever they 
chance to be living at present. 

The English edition is procurable 
in this country from the “Four 
Continent Book Corporation,” 253 
Fifth Avenue, New York City. 


It is procurable in many plaées 
in London, Canada, Australia, 
South Africa, New Zealand, Pales- 
tine, India, Turkey. It is cireu- 
lated in France, Belgium, Egypt,

tenroth’s fiftieth anniversary as a 
priest. By coincidence the day on 
which the Golden Jubilee is to be 
observed is also Ascension day. 


At 11 a. m, on that day Father 
Hottenroth will celebrate Solemn 
High Mass, with the Most Rev. 
Bishop Bennett of Lafayette head- 
ing the list of dignitaries in at- 
tendance. The Rev. Msgr. Law- 
rence Monahan, pastor of St. Pat- 
rick’s church, Fort Wayne, will de- 
liver the sermon. 


The son of John and Margaret 
Humburg Hottenroth, Father Hot- 
tenroth was the sixth child in a 
family of seven children. He was 
born Aug. 19; 1872, in Hundes- 
hagen, Eichsfeld, a little country 
of the former province of Saxony, 
Germany. It was in Eichsfeld that 
St. Boniface, the Apostle of Ger- 
many, began to preach the Gos- 
pel to the Germans. 


In Father Hottenroth’s native 
village, with a population of 1,200 
before World War 1, there was 
only one family not of Catholic 
faith. He was five -years of age 
when his father died in 1877 at the 
age of 45. His mother died Nov. 
21, 1891; at the age of 59. 


On Jan. 7, 1885, at the age of 
18, Father Hottenroth attended St. 
Charles college near Aix La Chap- 
elle to study for the priesthood. 
He then studied philosophy in the 
Seminary of Liege, Beligum, from 
1891 to 1893.

21 years of age, he came to the 
United States, the ocean trip on 
the steamer Emden lasting 12 days. 
He stayed in New York a few 
weeks and attended Mass at the 
majestic St. Patrick’s Cathedral 
before traveling to St. Meinrad’s 
seminary, Spencer county, Indiana. 
There he met one of his country- 
men and a former classmate, the 
Rev. Thomas Dette. 


Father Hottenroth was ordained 
a priest by the fifth bishop of In- 
dianapolis the late Most Rev. 
Francis Silas Chatard, D.D., in the 
little frame church of St. Meinrad, 
the majestic Abbey church having 
been only started in 1895. The or- 
dination was on May 30, 1896. 


He said his first Mass in the 
newly built St. Joseph church in 
Mishawaka, where Father August 
Oechtering. was pastor. The Rev. 
Father Bede Maler, O.S.B., then 
professor of Theology in St. Mein- 
rad’s Seminary, preached the ser- 
mon, and one of the Mass servers 
was the Very Rev. Msgr. H 
Hoerstman, pastor of St. Andrews 
church, Fort Wayne. 


Father Hottenroth received his 
first appointment from the late 
Bishop of Fort Wayne, the Most 
Rev. Joseph Rademacher, D.D. He 
became assistant to the late Rt. 
Rev. Msgr. J. H. Oechtering, Vicar 
General of the-diocese -of Fort 
Wayne and pastor of St. Mary’s 
church, 


Msgr. J. H. Oechtering was pas- 
tor of St. Mary’s church, Fort 
Wayne, for 47 years and Father 
Hottenroth was his assistant for 
15 years, from July, 1896, to July, 
1911, H . he received the title 
of Dean of the Assistants. Msgr. 
Oechtering retired at the age of 81 
and returned to his home town,

In January, 1920, Bishop Alerd- 
ing appointed Father Hottenroth 
pastor of St. John the Baptist 
church in Earl Park. The parish- 
oners paid off a debt of $12,000 in 
one week. Needed improvements 
which were made included installa- 
tion of a new heating plant for 
church and rectory, new electric 
fixtures, the rooms of the rectory 
were painted and new stone steps 
were erected in front of the church 
costing $1,000. Among the con- 
tributors to this fund were the 
late Tom Taggart and the late 
Governor McCray of Indiana. 


It was at Earl Park that Father 
Hottenroth celebrated’ his Silver 
Jubilee on June 9, 1921. His form- 
er pastor, the Rt. Rev. Msgr. J. H. 
Oechtering, the Most Rev. Bishop 
Alerding, and more than 30 priests 
were in attendance. Father M. J. 
Aichinger preached the sermon. 
That was the last Silver Jubilee at- 
tended by Bishop Alerding, who 
died Dec. 6, 1924. Twelve of the 
priests who attended the Silver Ju- 
bilee have since died. 


In 1922 Father Hottenroth was 
appointed pastor of St. Martin’s 
ehurch, Cook, Cedar Lake, Ind. 
any improvements were made. 
The rectory and church were fres- 
coed by Herman Diedam of Kent- 
land, Ind. 


On Sunday morning, Oct. 12, 
1930, at 1 a: m. the beautiful 
church of St. Martin was com- 


pletely destroyed by fire. When the 
parishioners. came to attend Mass 
that morning, only the shell of the 
church remained. The loss totaled 
$100,000. 


Father Hottenroth went with his 
parishioners to St. John’s church: 
St. John, where he said Mass. Later 
a beautiful new church, known as 
the Holy Name church, was built 
by Father Charles Marr to take the 
place of the one which was burned. 


In’ 1931, the Most Rev. Bishop 
Noll appointed Father Hottenrota 
pastor of St. Michael’s church, 
Waterloo. Ind. There two new side 
altars were donated by Miss Lena 
Schondel and by Miss Mary Hohl. 


On Jan. 16, 1935, Father Hotten- 
roth was struck by an auto on 
Highway 27, near the church. He 
suffered a fractured hip and was 
in Sacred Heart hospital at Garret, 
Ind., for six months. 

Further misfortune befell Father 
Hottenroth in June, 1936, when the 
rectory burned to the ground. He 
lost all his personal belongings 
and a library worth $1,200. 

On July 2, 1986, the Most Rev. 
Bishop John Francis Noll, D:D., ap- 
pointed Father Hottenroth chap- 
lain of the local St. Joseph hos- 
pital, the injuries he suffered in 
the auto accident in the previous 
year having necessitated his retire- 
ment from parish work. 

Father Hottenroth succeeded the 
late Father Patrick Griffin as chap- 
lain at the hospital. 

He became a member of the local 
Knights, of Columbus, including 
the Third and Fourth degrees, and 
was chaplain of the Knights of 
Columbus Council 561 for three 
years. 

A sister of Father Hottenroth 
became a Nun, entering the Order 
of Sister of the Poor Infant Jesus 
at Simpelveld, Holland. She was 
located in Brussels during World 
War I and at Ehrenbreghemstein: 
near Cologne, in World War II. 
She was last heard from by Father 
Hottenroth in 1939, at which time 
she was in declining health. 

Two brothers, Carl and Philip, 
are believed to be still living in his 
native village in Germany.

“Something is wrong,” contin- 
ued the Notre Dame _ educator,

Communists Trail Far 
Behind In First Free 
Elections In 13 Years 


Frankfurt on Main, May 6— 
(NC Radio)—Christian forces have 
won a sweeping victory in the 
American zone of occupation of 
Germany in the second free elec- 
tion held in 13 years. The Christian 
Social Union, which is supported 
by Catholics as well .as Protestants, 
received 1.8 million votes in the 
elections last week-end, against 
only one million votes for the so- 
cialists, its nearest rivals. The 
communists trailed far behind, re- 
ceiving barely five per cent of the 
3.1 million votes cast, while the 
other parties made virtually no 
showing at all. 

Although the Catholic and Prot- 
estant Churches kept officially aloof 
from the campaign, the Christian 
Social party enjoys the active sup- 
port by influential leaders in both 
camps, who desire to see Christian 
principles, irrespective of denomi- 
national differences, prevail in pub- 
lic life. 

Particularly in matters of public 
education these men see eye to eye 
and they have joined forces in or- 
ganizing relief measures for dis- 
placed persons, regardless of their 
church affiliations. 

In the Catholic areas supporters 
of the pre-nazi Center party form 
the backbone of the new Christian 
Social party, which communists 
dub “reactionary,” although its 
platform is distinctly progressive. 
It advocates public ownership of 
certain industries and liberal so- 
cial legislation, and promotes the 
Papal peace program as a basis 
for international relations. 

It is in these fields that Catholics 
and Protestants find teamwork mu- 
tually profitable, without causing 
any prejudices in matters relating 
to their respective faiths. Having 
demonstrated their strength while 
Catholics as well as Protestants 
suffered persecution under the nazi 
regime, their new party now re- 
flects a determination not to be

Tanaka ans- 
wered that his dissatisfaction with 
Protestant subjectivism had finally 
impelled him to enter the Church, 

Now 56, Tanaka embraced Chris- 
tianity as a nondenominational 
Protestant while he was a student. 
He became a Catholic in 1926. His 
wife, a graduate of Sacred Heart 
Religious College here, had already 
entered the Church from Anglican 
Episcopalianism. 

A professor of law at the Imper- 
ial University here for more than 
26 years, Tanaka speaks five Euro- 
pean languages. He has lectured in 
Rome, France, Belgium, and South 
America. Known for his sound phil- 
osophy and his opposition to mill- 
tarism, he is a member of the Im- 
perial Academy and last October 
was appointed director of the Edu- 
cation Ministry’s School Bureau.

day! Some of them eat potato soup 
and potato peelings day after day. 
Many of them haven’t had a drink 
of milk in months or even seen an 
apple or an orange. All of them 
are so badjy undernourished that 
they have no resistance to sickness. 
Tuberculosis, rickets, anemia— 
these and many other diseases are 
spreading rapidly among boys and 
girls from infancy to teen-age. 
Hi; Holiness, Pope Pius XII has 
recently emphasized the desperate 
plight of the youth in war-stricken 
lands in Europe and the Far East. 
Between 20 and.30 million children 
are in danger of death from starva- 
tion unless help comes to them 
soon. No less than 11 million of 
these young people have lost both 
or one of their parents in the war. 
Scores of them are refugees, sep- 
arated from their families and 
friends. They have no homes but 
wander around the streets of bomb- 
ed-out cities and towns, foraging 


for scraps of food, huddling togeth- 
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er in the ruins of buildings at night, 
wearing dirty, tattered rags that 
can scarcely keep them warm. 


“Thank God that the children of 
America are well-fed and may it 
always be so,” said Bishop Woz- 
nicki, a Polish-American prelate 
who recently returned from a trip 
to Europe. “But I am sure the 
mothers and the children of Amer- 
ica want to help the hundreds and 
thousands of children in Poland, for 
example, whose only meal is a thin, 
watery soup every day in _ the 
week!” 

Bishop Woznicki told how he saw 
little children living in holes dug 
in the ground with boards covered 
with earth for a roof. Once he 
found nine children living in a lit- 
tle hovel with their mother;. their 
father had been killed in the war. 
The Bishop told how happy the 
children were when a shipment of 
food from Ameriea was distributed 


‘by War Relief Services-National 
'Catholic Welfare Conference. 

| “They’d drink up a cup of cocoa 
joyfully and ask what it was,” he 
said. “Most of them had never seen 
‘cocoa before. They wanted to know 
if American children drank cocoa.”

cities and towns are having a dif- 
ficult time re-establishing school 
systems. In Belgium, for example, 
there were 8,500 schools; 261 of 
them were totally destroyed and 
3,000 of them were badly damaged. 
Thin, little youngsters in ragged 
clothes and often barefooted, crowd 
into cold schoolrooms across Eur- 
ope. Often, half the window panes 
are shattered: or the roof has a 
gaping hole it it. They try to 
study, but they are sick and weak 
from hardship and undernourish- 
ment. Most of them should be in 
hospitals instead. Usually, the 
teacher has one book for the whole 
class and perhaps a tiny piece of 
chalk. Only a few students have 
paper or pencil. 


In refugee-crowded roads and 
railroad stations, one sees count- 
less crippled children. There are 
still many places left heavily mined 
and exploding mines have injured 
many young people. 

The more fortunate boys and 
girls are being cared for in rest 
camps, sanitoria, schools or hospi- 
tals maintained by Sisters or char- 
ity groups where War Relief Ser- 
vices-National Catholic Welfare 
Conference and other agencies 
manage to send help. In France, 
the Sisters of St. Vincent de Paul 
have 800 institutions where hun- 
dreds of children are slowly regain- 
ing their health, All of these homes 
are crowded beyond belief because 
the Sisters cannot bear to turn 
away a hungry, sick child, 


Little babies, especially, suffer 
from the famine now widespread in 
Europe and the Far East. The 
mortality rate among infants has 
increased as much as 20% in a 
year in many cities. Epidemics take 
a sharp toll among the very young, 
killing 500 out of every 10,000 
babies in one month, recently. 

Europe’s boys and girls are going 
to show the effect of their under- 
nourishment later on in life. Doc- 
tors estimate that the child in a 
war-stricken country is as much as 
two inches shorter and weighs as 
much as thirteen pounds less than 
the American child of the same 
age. Many little war victims are 

oing to grow up stunted, physical- 
y, and perhaps mentally. 

“It is sad to compare boys and 
girls in war-stricken countries with 
the youth of America,” reported 
one War Relief Services-National 
Catholic Welfare Conference work- 
er recently. “They have lost the 
capacity to laugh or smile; they 
never seem to run or hop or skip. 
They know only one thing—hun- 
ger.” 

War Relief Services-NCWC, a 
wartime relief agency that has 
been distributing food and clothing 
around the world as often and as 
rapidly as possible since 1943, is 
sponsoring a “Food for the Chil- 
dren of Europe and the Far East” 
campaign from Mother’s Day, May 
12 to May 19. The campaign goal 
is 20 million cans of food. Every 
kind of canred food is wanted— 
baby food, vegetables, fruit, meat, 
fish, macaroni, fruit juice, soup.

cal reaction,” like “clerical fasc- 
ism,’ means, in Communist litera- 
ture, opposition to Communism 
from the Catholic Church or from 
Catholics.) 


Strategy To 
Win Catholics 


Warning against the illusion that 
the Church can, “if not play a 
progressive part in world affairs, 
at least be neutralized by the ‘pro- 
gressives’ among the Hierarchy,” 
Mr. Jerome continues: 


“Certainly, as Marxists, we must 
constantly remember that our pro- 
gram calls for the unification of all 
sections of the people’s forces that 
can be rallied round the banner of 
progress. As Marxists, therefore, 
we should know that we must al- 
ways seek ways to unite with the 
Catholic masses, wherever possible, 
on issues however moderate—and 
always with sensitive regard for 
their deep-going religious feelings 
—in order to win them against the 
Hierarchy and for democratic ad- 
vance. In this sense, the policy of 
the out-stretched hand, far from 
being abandoned, must be vigor- 
ously re-directed. 


“We must bring the Catholic 
masses to understand that ours is 
not an. anti-clerical position, but a 
position against clerical reaction. 

“We must bring them to see that 
the issue is not Communism vs. 
Catholicism, as the Vatican would 
have it appear, but the united dem- 
ocratic forces of the people—in- 
cluding Catholics and Communists 
—against reaction wherever it 
manifests itself, in the Church and 
outside, 

“We can succeed in this task only 
when we connect the struggle 
against the Vatican’s policy with 
the general struggle against fasc- 
ism, reaction and imperialism, and 
only when we find the proper ap- 
proaches to achieve unity of action 
with the broad Catholic masses. 


Specifies The 
Main Issues 


“The issue is the _ struggle 
against the Vatican’s war on peace. 
The issue is the struggle against 
imperialism’s drive for a_ third 
world war. The issue is the con- 
tinuing struggle for the total de- 
struction of fascism.” (The word 
“fascism” was officially adopted 
ten years ago by the Communist 
International as the all-embracing 
term to. identify non-Communism.) 


By the issue of “Christianity vs. 
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Communism,” Mr. Jerome states, 


“the Vatican seeks to win the Pro- 
testant masses also to its side.” 
“We should be nurturing illu- 
sions if we held that this policy 
cannot and may not score succes- 
ses,” he continued. “The Protes- 
tants in the United States notice- 
ably resent the encroachments of 
the Catholic Church. Yet, despite 
‘straws in the wind,’ it does not 
necessarily follow that there will 
be a strong and effective Protestant 
counter-action. 

“Even the current epidemic of 
conversions among notables (which 
only the superficial will ascribe to 
Father Sheen’s ‘talented persua- 
sion’) requires to be seen in this 
light. 

“Vanderberg and the Vatican are 
playing one game. We must be 
mindful of the very subtle Vatican- 
inspired propaganda designed to 
make the Pope appear today the 
spokesman of all ‘Christendom.’ ” 
Mr. Jerome emphasizes the ad- 
vantages of working to alienate 
Catholics from their clergy through 
the former’s union affiliations. “The 
bulk of the Catholic workers in the 
United States are in the trade un- 
ions,” he points out. “The masses 
of Catholic workers in the C.I.O. 
are supporting the general line of 
this great progressive trade union 
center. 

“In this country the attempt to 
organize clerical trade unions the 
previously cited the Association of 
Catholic Trade Unionists) .is more 
assailable than perhaps anywhere 
else. For here clerical trade union- 
ism goes against the very grain of 
labor tradition. Here there is the 
strong and healthy tradition of the 
One Union and the unified struggle. 
“Organized labor can build firmly 
on this tradition and launch a pow- 
erful appeal and  counterdrive 
against the divisive and destructive 
attempts of clerical reaction. 3

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EN .Grandma came from a 

sleepy small town in Florida 
to live with us in the city, we chil- 
dren were quite small. Grandma 
could not have been more than 
fifty-five years of age at that time, 
but in our young minds, she was a 
Grandma and therefore old... Like 
most children, we associated age 
with accomplishments and not. with 
years. 

I remember plainly the day that 
Grandma arrived. We _ children 
were waiting on the front steps for 
Mother to bring her from the rail- 
road station. She stepped briskly 
of the running board of our old 
touring car, one hand holding an 
umbrella and a small valise, the 
other dragging a bulging suitcase. 

“Hi, Grandma,” we children ran 
up and hugged her neck. “Let us 
take your bags.” 

Grandma smiled and kissed us 
each in turn. “Never mind,” she 
said, “I'll take these bags, myself.” 
Her blue eyes twinkled, “I have a 
surprise for you, but you’ll have to 
wait ’til the chest of drawers comes 
from the station.” 

The chest of drawers. Like our 
widowed Grandma, it was to be- 
come a part of our boisterous 
household for the next twenty-five 
years, and for as many years we 
Were to wonder what Grandma kept 
locked away so secretly in the bot- 
tom of that chest of drawers. 

The chest, unlike Grandma, did 
not always fit into our manner of 
living. It was large, heavily carv- 
ed, and made of rosewood.

When we needed extra string for 
our kites, Grandma could always 
find some in the top drawer of her 
chest. When there was company, 
and we were short of linens, Grand- 
ma would bring out her fine white 
sheets and towels with their heavy 
crocheted edges, smelling delicious- 
ly of lavender. When one of us was 
sick there was always an old scrap 
book, a puzzle, or most wonderful 
of all, a large doll with a china 
head and: great staring blue eyes. 
On rainy days we were permitted 
to look at Grandma’s old albums 
and even to dress up in some of the 
high top shoes and outmoded dress- 
es that were stored in the chest of 
drawers. 

Although we were allowed to 
watch while Grandma brought out 
these treasures, she never opened 
the bottom drawer in our presence.

\v is not new for the champ- 
ions of “birth control” to air 
their views in the press, but now 
comes a bishop of the Methodist 
Church who not only praises ar- 
tificial limitation of families, but 
complains that those who oppose 
the practice are seeking to 
“breed themselves into a major- 
ity.” 
Surely, the good bishop does 
not believe that the Catholic 
Church wishes to breed Protes- 
tants into a majority—to para- 
phrase his own crude expression 
—yet, if he had stated what he 
must know to be true, he would 
have pointed out that the Catho- 
lic Church condemns birth pre- 
vention for all men. 


The opposition of the Church 
to birth control is based upon no 
such selfish considerations as the 
gentleman imputes to it, but 
upon the fact that it is a viola- 
tion of God’s law, specifically 
named in the story of Onan in 
the Old Testament. Bound to 
uphold the entire law of God, 
and not simply such portions of 
it as are found convenient to 
keep, the Church counsels even 
the bishop to abstain from prac- 
tising what he preaches in this 
respect. 


Far from being primarily con- 
cerned with the fecundity of her 
children, the Church — again 
guided by the Bible, from which 
the clergyman referred to is com- 
mitted to derive his faith—in- 
sists that celibacy is a higher 
state of life than matrimony, 
holy as she considers the latter 
state to be.

While the nation pays tribute to its 
mothers everywhere, from San Luis Obispo 
to Flatbush, from St. Ignace to El Paso, on 
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both celibacy and fecundity fs 
proof that her opponents are not 
guided by justice in their criti- 
cisms of her, but are motivated 
by prejudices. 

For the bishop’s information, 
the Church does not require that 
married couples have as many 
children as possible, but that the 
only legitimate way in which 
conception can be avoided is by 
exercising the virtue of conti- 
nence, 

By way of emphasizing the 
evils which follow upon the prac- 
tise of birth control, the Church 
calls attention to the fact that 
divorce is much-more prevalent 
among childless couples; that 
large families make for less so- 
cial maladjustment among chil- 
dren; that the study of history 
tells us that the decadence of 
every civilization which now 
lies crumbled into dust was 
marked by the decline of popu- 
lation which is brought about by 
birth control. But her objection 
to the vice is not based upon any 
such pragmatic arguments—they 
only prove to us that God’s com- 
mands cannot be ignored with 
impunity. In this, as in every 
other warning, obedience to God 
raises her restraining hand. 

The prime motive behind birth 
control is, of course, selfishness. 
Let no one be deceived by such 
high-sounding phrases as “im- 
provement of the race,” and the 
like! If this objective were the 
aim of its advocates, and they 
were motivated only by altruism, 
why do they not give the world 
the maximum benefit of their 
own germ-plasm? Instead, sta-

Tips For the Hiker 


BY JACK ANDERSON 


ITH the summer season at 

hand, groups and individuals 
will again be taking to the woods 
to enjoy the great outdoors. Hikes 
in the forest are great and whole- 
some sport, but there are a few 
safety rules to remember! 


It is not a good plan to takes 
long hike by yourself. Should any 
emergency arise, you would find 
yourself helpless. This is a cardinal 
rule when you intend to swim. 
Never swim alone! 


When you enter a strange forest, 
watch your land-marks—a conspic- 
uous dead snag, a prominent rock 
bluff—and watch the direction of 
stream-flow. Getting lost in a 
strange woods is easy, especially 
on a cloudy day. And remember, 
should you get lost, remain calm— 
and above all, do not run about in 
the darkness! The sensible thing to 
do is to light a campfire and wait 
for the dawn. 


Of the various poison weeds to 
be avoided, the most common are 
poison ivy, poison oak, and poison 
sumac—all of which belong to the 
same family. Poison ivy grows 
chiefly in uncultivated spots, some- 
times as a vine and sometimes as a 


ally bear a tint of red, are arranged 
in groups of three. Poison sumac 
is a small tree which grows to a 
height of about fifteen feet, with 
loose drooping clusters of white 
berries hanging from its branches. 
If you are very easily affected by 
poisonous plants, it is wise to stay 


on trails and roads, There are per-| ¢ 


sons who need’ not contact these 
plants to break out on the skin. 

And if you do get skin poisoning, 
do not scratch or rub. Wash im- 


water, if possible. Then avoid con- 
tact with objects and, as soon as 
possible, apply calamine — lotion, 


which is recommended by the 
American Red Cross First Aid 
Text-book., 


It is a good plan not to route 
hikes along rocky slopes in parts of 
the country inhabited by rattle- 
snakes. Most bites from these 
poisonous serpents are received by 
persons frequenting such places, as 
rattlers love to sun themselves on 
flat rocks, and make their homes in 
rock-dens. Copperheads, too, fre- 
quent such places, although they 
are also found in swamp-lands. In 
notorious snake country, a sharp 
pocket-knife should be carried by 
at least one member of a hiking 
party, in the event of a snake-bite 
rom a poisonous snake. Snake- 
bite treatment should include: (1) 
a tourniquet just above the bite, 
for a period not to exceed one 
hour; (2) an incision across the

NE of our listeners has written 

in, asking if we absolutely have 

to believe in hell. It seems he’d 

rather not. ... As a matter of 

fact, I’d rather not believe in it 

myself, but I can’t see that we have 
much choice in the matter. 

Not all truths are pleasant, you 
ett some things are hard to take. 

ut our not believing a fact doesn’t 
automatically change the truth. 
Take the atom bomb, for instance. 
We developed it here in America 
and it helped win the War for us. 

ut now we're stuck with it and 

ere is hardly one of us who 
doesn’t wish it could be sunk to the 
bottom of the Atlantic Ocean and 
we could all forget about it. 

But all of us know that it’s here 
—the atom bomb—whether or not 
we believe it, like it, or even think 
about it. It’s there, and our diplo- 
macy and statesmanship must be 
worked out in the light of that fact. 

So it is with hell. It’s a fact, a 
very mysterious fact indeed. And 
whether or not we like that fact, or 
believe it, or think of it, doesn’t 
change things at all. It’s there all

right, and we have to reckon with it 
whenever we think over the course 
of our life, past and future. 


Catholics Bound To 
Believe In Hell 


No one can be a Catholic, of 
course, and not believe in hell. It 
goes without saying and I’m sure 
al. Catholics know that fact. It was 
laid down for us 1500 years ago in 
the Athanasian Creed. 


Beyond that, we find the New 
Testament is fairly crowded with 
reference to what we know as hell. 
St. John, for instance, says in the 
Fourth Gospel: “They who have 
done good go into life everlasting, 
and they who have done evil, into 
everlasting fire” (John 5:29). 


The prophet Isaias, writing more 
than 700 years before the time of 
Our Lord, finishes his book of 
prophecies with this verse: 


“And they shall go out,” he says, 
“and see the carcasses of the men 
that have transgressed against me: 
their worm shall not die, and their 
fire shall not be quenched: and they

flesh.” 


But Jesus is even more direct in 
His teaching. He says that one who 
blasphemes against the Spirit shall 
never have forgiveness (Mark 3:29) 
whoever says “Thou fool” is in 
danger of hell fire (Matthew 5:22); 
those who reject Him will be cast 
into the outer darkness, as Our 
Lord puts it, where there shall be 
weeping and gnashing of teeth 
(Matthew 8:12); it’s better for us 
to enter into life maimed, than hav- 
ing two hands to go into hell, into 
unquenchable fires, where their 
worm dieth not and their fire is not 
extinguished (Mark 9:42-43). 

At the end of the world, Jesus 
says, the angels shall go out and 
shall separate the wicked from 
among the just, and shall cast them 
into the furnace of fire: “there 
shall be weeping and gnashing of 
teeth” (Matthew 14:49-50). In the 
parable of Dives and Lazarus, the 
rich man was buried in hell, thirsty, 
and tormented with flames (Luke 
16:22-24). 

And on the Day of Judgment, 
Jesus will bless those who have 
been charitable, but to the un- 
charitable He will say: “Depart 


from me, you cursed, into everlast- 


ing fire which was prepared for the 
devil and his angels” (Matthew 
25:41). 


Take Everything Or 
Nothing In The Bible 


Now I’m afraid that if we strike 
al! those references out of our New 
Testament, there won’t be much 
left. We shall have slashed the 
Gospels to ribbons, And, anyway, if 
we can’t believe Jesus when He 
speaks of everlasting fire, what 
right have we to believe Him when 
He speaks of redemption and for- 
giveness of sins and the everlasting 
joys of heaven? If we take one, we 
might take the other, since both 
heaven and hell rest on the au- 
thority of the same Teacher. 

If we accept the Bible as the 
word of God, we’re bound by com- 
mon sense to believe in the exist- 
ence of a hell. Now all the prob- 
lems and questions that arise from 
that fact can’t alter the fact itself. 
Some we can explain, others we 
can’t, and these last we call myster- 
ies. But, as Newman said, “Ten 
thousand difficulties do not make a 
doubt.” 

We’ must remember that the 
future life—heaven or hell—is a 
matter of our own choice. The Bible 
says that “The Lord hath set water 
and fire before thee, stretch forth 
thy hand to which thou wilt. Be- 
fore man is life and death, good 
and evil; that which he shall choose 
shall be given to him” (Eecl. 15:17- 
18). 

God wants everyone to be saved. 
He does everything in His power to 
help us. He even came down to 
earth, lived with us for thirty-three 
years, and then submitted to an 
agonizing death on the Cross to 
show us how deep is His love for 
us, and how terrible a thing sin 1s. 

One thing God won’t do: He’s not 
going to force Himself on us, and 
He’s not going to ram heaven down 
our throats. It’s going to be a 
matter of our free choice.

The Latin “ad instar participan- 
tium” roughly translated means, 
“after the manner of.those partici- 
pating,” and has the _ idiomatic 
significance of the fact that such 
appointees wear the same external 
insignia and share some of the 
privileges of those actually parti- 
cipating in the notary or secretary 


work in Rome. This dignity con- 
| fers upon Monsignor Mungovan the 
‘title and some of the privileges 
‘enjoyed by those members of the 


Papal Household who serve the 
Holy Father as personal notaries 
or secretaries. 

The Prothonotary Apostolic has 
the privilege of celebrating Solemn 
High Mass vested in pontifical 
vestments or those vestments 
worn by the Bishop, namely, the 
Mitre, Pectoral Cross, Ring, 
Gloves, Buskins, Shoes, Tunic and 
Dalmatic. He may use this privi- 
lege of pontificating on such days 
and occasions as are determined 
by the Bishop of the Diocese. 

Timothy Galvin, Deputy Sup- 
reme Knight of the Knights of 


Columbus will also be honored on 


May 12 at All Saints’ Church when 


this insignia as a Knight of St. 


Gregory will be solemnly blessed 
by Bishop Noll. Mr. Galvin was 
honored with Knighthood a number 
of years ago by the Holy Father 
for his outstanding work in the 
largest lay organization of the 
Catholic Church and his exemplary 
life as a Catholic layman.
